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4« Sl t cl lar ly t the Directive fails to require CIA to coordinate 
its activities with the Departmental intelligenos agencies (e*g., cod- 
ing and indexing) so that the central register will be of maximum use 
to those agencies. 

5. She Directive cowers only biographical "data". Xhe Departmental 
intelligence agencies evaluate much of this data to produce biographical 

It ie highly important that both the data and the intel- 
ligence be incorporated in CIA»s central register. 

6. Paragraph "l.d." of the Directive provides that all biographical 
data on foreign scientific and technological personalities maintained fcy 
CIA shall be readily available to the participating Departments and Agen- 
cies. Provision should be made to make the data available to selected non- 
participating agencies such as HD 3. 

7. In our opinion this Directive is another example of least com- 
mon denominator compromises between CIA and the Departmental intexli- 
genoe agencies. Ihe results of such compromises are a hodge-podge of 
Directives giving CIA very little authority to coordinate intelligence 
aggressively as con temple ted by the National Security Act of 1947. A 
situation has developed whereby the several intelligence agencies are 
substantially free of integrating influence and have little responsibility 
to CIA. 
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
